Adams county’s 29 conscientious 
objectors will be reclassified by the 
local selective service board at its 
next meeting, the local office an ­ 
nounced today. 
Tile 
board, following 
a 
recent 
directive from national draft head­ 
quarters, 
will 
reclassify 
fanner 
conscientious objectors from their 
yirevious third position to 2-C which 
is sixth on the list and married 
conscientious objectors from third 
position to seventh position or 3-A 
Reason 
for the 
reclassification, 
according to a board spokesman, is 
found in a recent Selective Service 
operational bulletin placing the 4-E 
classification third from the top in 
order of consideration for induction. 
The order for induction now is 
listed 
as 
I-A, 
those 
who 
are 
ready for call; 1-A-O. conscientiou' 
objectors who are willing to enter 
the armed forces but unwilling to 
bear arms of which Adams county 
has none and 4-E, or conscientious 
objector, in third place in the order 
of call. 
W hether this indicates that con­ 
scientious objectors will be called to 
the service was not indicated in the 
directive. It merely set up the order 
of call. 
Since the draft regulations pro­ 
vide that a man be placed in the 
"lowest” classification in which he 
can qualify, the reshuffling of classi­ 
fications for the conscientious objec­ 
tors Is necessary, the board noted. 
D raft classifications range from 
1*A as the "highest ’ down to 5-A 
past military age. which is listed as 
the "lowest" classification.

I he U S. government ha* secured 
additional right* to take immediate 
po* es$io*t of land in the Beard lot 
area near Fountaindale 
The U S District court at Lewis­ 
burg has granted the government 
the right of immediate possession so 
far on properties totalling about 
1,200 acres. 
Assistant U S. Attorney Charles 
W. KaJp, Lewisburg, said today th at 
so far th*' government has made re­ 
quests 
for 
immediate 
possession 
through the District court for 17 of 
the 
approximately 
26 tracts 
for 
which 
condemnation 
proceedings 
were started some time ago in the 
court at Lewisburg. 
He added that the government is 
not seeking to take over the land, 
but asks only the right of Immed­ 
iate possession to permit it to enter 
on the land and use It for the proj­ 
ect which has been described as the 
construction 
of 
an 
underground 
world-wide communication center in 
the Beard lot mountain at Foun- 
taindale 
May Want More Land 
W hether additional orders for im­ 
mediate possession will be asked de­ 
pends on whether additional land Is 
needed for the project, Kalb said. 
He added th a t he believes the gov­ 
ernm ent plans to seek such orders 
for a few more properties in the 
area. 
Governm ent engineers had pre­ 
viously stressed that the people re­ 
siding in the area need not fear they 
will be dispossessed. The govern­ 
m ent, according to the engineers. 
wants the people to continue to use 
and live in their homes, and on most

YOUR BEST FRIEND 
You are your own best friend. You 
know yourself better than anyone 
else in the world. When everything 
goes fine you have many at your 
feet, but when trouble comes you are 
1 alone. Then it is that you are your 
own best consultant. I would go even 
farther—you are your best friend 
and consultant at any time! 
Some thirty years ago I started 
writing these brief talks to encour­ 
age myself. Then I decided to let 
others in on my thoughts. Several 
hundred years ago It was the "good 
Emperor,” 
Marcus 
Aurelius 
who 
wrote down thoughts that came to 
birne from day to day, over a long 
period of years. They were written, 
i as he noted — "To Myself.” He 
had no thought of them ever reach­ 
ing tile eyes of others, and it was 
I not until a long time after his death 
that they were discovered and pub­ 
lished. How fortunate, for his little 
book has inspired millions. 
You see. every minute of our con­ 
scious lives we are with ourselves. 
Some sort of thinking is forever 
alive in our minds. We cannot af­ 
ford not to be friends with ourselves 
if we would be hopeful, reasonably 
content, and happy. No one can an ­ 
alyze us as accurately as we can 
ourselves. We know our faults, as 
well as our virtues. A person can be 
his own beat friend or Ids worst 
enemy. 
The only person with whom we 
can safely find fault, or construc­ 
tively criticize, is our own self, and 
we ought to do more of it, for the 
gain is all on our side.

In reviewing the extended list of 
pastors who so faithfully served this
